TOOK an Opportunity in a former 
Paper, to celebrate re/pectfully. the 
Honor that was done to the Bench of 
Magiftracy, in a certain Liberty fa- 
mous for the Splendor, the Pomp 
and the Vanity of it’s Inhabitants. 
Tt was upon the Introduétion of a 
Grubean Witling among them: A Man indeed every Way 
within, if we except his Brains ; and without, if we ex- 
cept his grotefque Face and Feet ; as the firft is faid to have 
unhappily taken it’s Formation from his Mother’s contem- 
plating too intenfely the Features of her favourite Monkey ; 
and the laft the Hoof, from a Dream which fhe had of 
the Cloven Foot of a certain old Gentleman, famous for 
obtruding himfelf into moft Companies; and for his Alliance 
with the Lawyers of this Land. 

The Magiftrates Bench was never fo much abofed and 
proftituted, as that within the Liberty we have mentioned 
has been in former Times; as it feems there is no Qualifi- 
cation required in Point of Eflate; nor, indeed, in any 
other Way, as one might aptly infer from the Proceedings 
of fome whofe Pofteriors have formerly graced that Bench, 
and perhaps been more fignificantly communicative in Cha- 
sacter than their Mouths..
